World's Fair Amendment to the Sundry 
i oil Bill the ouly obstacle to immediate 
Adjournment. So far every compromise 
'ti'gK'cstion by those filibustering against 
the World's Fair appropriation has been 
rejected by the frleuds of that measure, 
*ii«l the House resolution providing for 
Ailjiiurumeut last Saturday was met by 
tbe Mat-footed statement from both Re¬ 
publican aud Democratic Senators that 
the Senate would not consider any ad¬ 
journment resolution until the House 
had disposed of this bill, the failure of 
which has'shut down work at the Gov¬ 
ernment Printing Office. This can be 
remedied by the House passing a joint 
resolution, already adopted by the Sen¬ 
ate. u K 'aiu extending the old appropria¬ 
tion but objection was raised in the 
House by a friend of the World’s Fair 
appropriation, when this resolution was 
railed up, autl the indications are that 
this cessation of Government work is to 
be used as a weight to crush the fili¬ 
busters, although it ia denied by the 
World's Fair people that they favor auch 
means for obtaining the end desired. 

Perhaps the adage that ‘‘figures do 
uot lie" is infallible, but when a person 
bears or reads the statements concern- 
lug the tariff with which the Republi¬ 
can^ and Democrats are now overloading 
the I'ungrwnional Record, all based upon 
the »ame official figures, he ia apt to 
think that if “figures do not lie," they 
may aaily be made the basis for state¬ 
ments which closely border on prevari- 
catue land.
